Snyder Says No Friend of Truman 
Got Treasury 


Aid in Any Tax Case 


Denies Anyone Has In- 
tervened for Any Ac- 
quaintance of Presi- 
dent or Himself Since 
He Has Held Office.

Text of Letter. 

The text of the letter follows: 

“In the absence of Secretary 
Snyder, who is recuperating from 
a recent eye operation, my atten- 
tion has just been called to an 
article on the front page of the 
Post-Dispatch, Monday, March 12, 
stating, among other things: 

“*A widely-known St. Louis 
business man, who is a friend of 
President Truman and of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury John W. 
Snyder, escaped prosecution for 
tax evasion after pressure was 
exerted in Washington by the 
chief of the Intelligence Unit.° 

“This statement is absolutely 
false. I am authorized by Secre- 
tary Snyder to say that during his 
almost five years as head of this 
department no pressure has ever 
been exerted in Washington or 
anywhere else, by the chief of 
the Intelligence Unit or by any 
other Treasury Department offi- 
cial, in behalf of any friend of 
President Truman or of Secretary 
Snyder in any tax evasion case.

McDonald said betting had

WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP) 
|'—Earl Browder, former head of 
the Communist party in the 
United States, was acquitted to- 
day of a contempt of Congress 
charge. Browder had been ac- 
cused of refusing to answer ques- 
tions at a Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions subcommittee hearing on 
Communism in government. 

United States District Judge F. 
Dickson Letts held that the com- 
mittee failed to direct Browder to 
answer questions over his objec- 
tions and explanations. The 
judge’s ruling ended Browder's 
trial and he walked out of the 
courtroom a free man. 

Browder, who acted as his own 
attorney, had been indicted for 
not answering 16 questions put 
to him by Senator Hickenlooper 
(Rep.), Iowa, last April 27. Hick- 
enlooper was a member of the 
Senate subcommittee investigat- 
ing charges by Senator McCarthy 
(Nep.), Wisconsin, of Communists 
in Government. Browder con- 
tended Hickenlooper’s questions 
were “impertinent” and in the 
nature of a “fishing expedition.” 

Judge Letts said there was “not 
one instance” where a majority of 
the committee directed Browder 
to answer questions after he ex- 
plained his refusal to do so.

After 
heavy snows, when they can be 
easily overtaken with .hounds or 
shot with rifles asthey sit clearly 
vistble in the snow, hunting is 
particularly effective. 

If there should be an excessive 
rainfall and unusually high water 
during the remainder of March 
and April, and May, heavy losses 
of the first two litters, which are 
in the nests at that time, would 
resnit. Research studies in Mis- 
souri.have shown that an overage 
adult female rabbit is capable of 
producing 17 young each year, in 
four litters. But, because of high 
mortality, only 20 per cent of the 
young live to furnish hunting the 
néxt winter. This would mean, of 
céUrse, that only three of the 
seventeen would furnish sport for 
the hunter. 

They Like Their Rabbit. 

Predators seem to prefer rabbit 
more than quail or any other 
species of game. Whether the 
meat is more palatable to them or 
proéurement easier is not known, 
but. stomach analysis of nearly 
all “predators, winged or furred, 
reyenls that nearly all have dined 
recently on B’rer Rabbit. To those 
who- raise stock, the presence of 
an abundance of cottontails is 
welcome. The stockman well 
knows the value of them because 
coyotes, bobcats, foxes, and other 
predators use them for food and 
do not molest lambs, pigs, calves, 
and chickens. 

The fox hunter, as well as the 
quail hunter, realizes their value. 
Foxes wax fat and multiply rapid- 
ly when there is an abundance of 
rabbits, and quail are spared 
when prédators are able to dine 
with ease on rabbits instead of 
having to stalk quail. A larger 
rabbit population, furnishing an 

abundance of food for predators, 
could possibly mean a decided 
increase in the quail crop. 

The cottontail rabbit is Mis- 
souri’s most valuable game ani- 
mal. Last year 150,000 hunters 
harvested nearly 3,500,000 rab- 


bits. They also provided a quan- | §; 


tity of food for predators that 


came on like a spreading brush 
fire.

Some Washington officials, according to the 
Associated Press, are talking in terms of seck- 
ing a political settlement that will split Korea 
once more at the thirty-eighth parallel. That 
would be no settlement at all. 

A few weeks ago we were being told that the 
parallel was a thoroughly artificial] dividing line 
which the U.N. ought to wipe out by force. All 
the reasons for unifying Korea, and for ending 
all foreign occupation, still hold good. Since 
these goals have not been achieved by force, 
after nearly nine months, they should now be 
sought by diplomacy. 

This means that a general Far Eastern settle- 
ment, including provision for a free and unified 
Korea, should be the American goal. Washing- 
ton has been reluctant to accept that goal be- 
cause negotiation with Peiping would involve 
some degree of recognition that Peiping in fact 
represents China. . 

Sooner or later, however, the United States 
will have to ask itself how long it can maintain 
the fiction that the true representative of China 
is Chiang Kai-shek’s exile government on For- 
mosa. Apparently we do not now intend to back 
Chiang in an attack on the mainland. But we 
are continuing to give him military and eco- 
nomic aid. A Korean “settlement” based on a 
new partition of that unhappy land would mean 
continuing economic and military aid, including 
military occupation, for South Korea also. 

Thus after suffering 50,000-odd casualties we 
would find ourselves committed to defend and 
sustain two military positions—Formosa and 
Korea—which a year ago our defense authori- 
ties had decided were not essential to national 
security. We would be grimly defending a 
status quo which we ourselves had once decided 
to abandon. 

Surely constructive statesmanship can develop 
a better Asia policy than that. Having proved 
that we will not submit to the solution of inter- 
national problems by military aggression, we are 
not absolved from the duty to seek peaceful 

solutions based: on something broader than the 
holding of artificial lines.

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Third Appeal to the Banks 


Last July, the Federal Reserve Board appealed 
to the nation’s banks for a voluntary curtailment 
of credit. 

Last November, the board again urged the 
banks to curtail credit voluntarily. 

Now once again, in March, the board is asking 
for voluntary restraint on bank loans. 

Is there any reason to expect that the advice 
which went unheeded in July and November 
will get action in March? Are banks any more 
likely to check inflation by patriotic conduct 
than anybody else? 

The new “voluntary” credit control program 
has one element which the others lacked. The 
banks are given assurance that they will not be 
prosecuted for antitrust violation if they agree 
among themselves to observe the Federal Re- 
serve rules for checking ‘credit inflation. 

That may be fruitful. Heretofore each in- 
dividual bank has been handicapped in respond- 
ing to appeals for voluntary restraint by the 
knowledge that some other bank might make 
the loan it patriotically turned down. [If the 
banks can get together, they may get some- 
where. National and regional committees are to 
police the effort. | 

All the same, experience ought to have dem- 
onstrated by now that in the field of inflation 
control * ‘measures always work better 
when compulsory measures can be quickly 
brought into play if they do not. Just to be on 
the safe side, the Federal Reserve System 
should be equipped with power to curtail bank 
credit by mandate in case the banks do not do it 
themselves. 

President Truman has asked Government of- 
ficials to study two ways of doing this: delegat- 
ing the Treasury's emergency banking powers-to 
the Federal Reserve Board, and enacting legisla- 
tion giving the Board authority to increase re- 
serve requirements. If Federal Reserve has one 
or both of these powers up its sleeve, the 
chances of a successful voluntary program will 
be much enhanced.

Robert H, Moore, the 19-year-old whose reck- 
less driving has made him notorious, must be 
getting an unfortunate impression of how law 
enforcement operates. 

A jury in Judge FitzGibbon’s Court of Crimi- 
nal Correction has failed to reach a verdict and 
his case has been redocketed. Last April he 
was dismissed in Police Judge Connor’s eourt 
for insufficient evidence although police said 
they found him intoxicated in a parked car. 

Last June he was dismissed without punish- 
ment by Police Judge McElwee of Frontenac 
Village after he had endangered the lives of 
children and others in that village by his high- 
speed driving. Last October he was sentenced 
by Judge Connor to 30 days in the workhouse 
for an escapade July 30 in which his automobile 
crashed into a power pole on South Broadway, 
but the sentence is the one which was appealed 
to Judge FitzGibbon’s court. 

The picture of frustrated police and frustrated 
courts which this record presents is hardly cal- 
culated to serve a young man as the best guide 
to his future conduct. Indeed, leniency and in- 
decision may be serving him even less well than 
they serve the community. 

If the law receives scant respect from this 
flagrant and repeated young violator, it might 
inquire how impressive its performance has been 
thus far. Those who enforce and administer it 
could scarcely do a better turn for young Moore, 
in the long run, than to show him in this forma- 
tive time of his life that the law is equal to 
dealing with him, and that he would best come 
to terms with it.

Wendell Willkie and 
many other reporters who traveled the 
back countries told us what was happen- 
ing; but we did not listen. The plain fact 
is that the world is in a revolution which 
cannot be bought off with dollars. 

There are rumblings in every village 
from the Mediterranean to the Pacific. 
The revolutions which are brewing are 
not, however, Communist in origin nor 
will they end even if Soviet Russia is 
crushed through war. : 

The revolutionaries 
are hungry men who 
have been exploited: 
from time out of 


this vast territory 
that lies under the 
southern rim of Rus- 
sia reminded me 
very much of what I 
had read about other 
revolutions, The 
spirit which moti- 
vates these people is Justice Douglas 
pretty much the 

same as the one which inspired the French 
and the American Revolutions. 

The abuses against which our American 
forebears protested in 1776 were piled 
high.

TOMMY TUCKER, said his master with justi- 
fiable pride, can do the hand-stand dive for Slicker 
and walk on his front flipper with a ball on his 
nose like Sissy.

“Why, he just sings,” says Winston, a little 
slighted by the cynical query. “He doesn’t tell me 
what he sings about. I suppose it’s something 
about fish. But before he goes on he always blows 
softly into the mike to test it. It's his own idea.”

THE REAL PRIMA DONNA of his crew is 
Slicker, who won an “Oscar” for a movie short 
last year and does indeed draw 1500 fish—I mean 
dollars, of course—each week while laboring in 
Hollywood. The pun about the fish is inevitable 
because it happens that while Slicker has worked 
with George Raft, Dorothy Lamour, John Barry- 
more, Marie Wilson and the Marx Brothers, fish 
is all he really gives a grunt about. 


He proved this beyond argument while rehears- 
ing not long ago with Harpo Marx. Harpo was 
teasing him by holding up a fish on the far side 
of the stage. Carmen Miranda, the shapely star 
from south of the border, was rehearsing in the 
center of the stage. Slicker pushed her aside 
without ceremony and stampeded across to Harpo 
and the fish, swallowed once and gurgled happily. 

The Winston crew gobbles up 40 pounds of fish 
daily, mostly sardines and mackerel, and with the 
price of fish going up along with everything else, 
their diet is beginning to run into real money.

I ASKED WINSTON how come his performers 
could stand a trip from the West Coast without 
a portable swimming pool, and he advised patiently 
that the Zoological Society of London once kept 
a seal from his native habitat for three years, just. 
loliing around on land, and the animal thrived. 


Winston should know about this because he’s 
Deep living with seals for 42 years and his father 
was a trainer before him.@ The family walked into 
this line of business during the depression of 1893, 
when the elder Winston was out of a job and, 
wandering idly along the beach in California, 
chanced upon a friendly seal and taught him 
tricks. 

It takes four to five years to train one of the 
animals fully, says the present Winston, but once 
a seal absorbs a trick he never forgets ,it. To 
pitk a potential star from a tank of lazy young 
sea lions takes the nose of a real talent scout. 
Winston makes his selections by noting the shape 
of an animal's head, its alertness, responsiveness 
to sounds, and reactions to strange objects. Even 
some of those tapped by the master turn out to 
be’ too nervous for the footlights and have to 
be sold to zoos. 

The real stars, seals of distinction such as he 
has along with him now, are show-offs just like 
their glamorous human counterparts. Before the 
movie cameras they prance and huff and puff and 
try to outdo each other in stealing scenes from 
others on the stage. 
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WINSTON, WHO HAS LIVED and had his seals 
perform for 17 years in Europe, where audiences 
aré somehow more susceptible to sealish charms, 
lives in Santa Monica now. He has two married 
daughters and a 15-year-old son who goes to mili- 
tary school and enjoys riding seals in the water 
during his vacations. The seals don’t seem to 
mind. 

The trainer has made only one business venture 
in his career that was not directly connected with 
shew business. That'came when he went into the 
fish business, so help me. “I've always been 
interested in fish,” he says, “and so I decided to 
open a fish market in Monterey. 1 kept the seals 
on the roof of the market and built a big aquarium 
in the back of the store. It was fixed so the 
seals could come down for a swim any time, but 
people had to go into the market to see them.” 

The market prospered and was finally sold. 
Winston didn't say how his successor made out 
without the performing seals. 

Nowadays Winston owns an aquarium and still 
takes time out to train star seals now and then. 
This is nerve-wracking work, requiring a couple 
of hours of patient. work with a new animal each 
morning and perhaps another workout in the 
afternoon. “Believe ine,” he says with a sad shake 
of the head, “after a day like that I'm a lot more 
tired than any seal.”

That Afternoon Droop 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


F you've been looking for a good excuse for your afternoon 
| arp at work, medical science has finally come up with 

one. Afternoon apathy and late daytime let-down sometimes 
comes from a low blood sugar. This is especially likely to 
happen if you actively dislike your job or it presents many 
small daily irritations which keep you in an emotional stew. 
Fatigue arising from a low blood sugar is the reason that food 
gives you a pickup, temporarily. 

Recent experiments and studies show that continual emo- 
tional tension or the repeated irritations occurring during the 
day can irritate insulin-producing cells of the pancreas into 
making more insulin than necessary. This pushes the blood 
sugar down. The low blood sugar, depending on how fast it 
falls and how low it goes, produces feelings of fatigue, sleepi- 
ness, disinterest in work and inability to concentrate. It can 
increase mistakes in the work and irritability, which produces 
a sort of vicious cycle on a minor scale. Emotional discharge 
through the right vagus nerve, which stimulates certain pan- 
creas cells to make insulin, is the way this comes about. 

* * * ‘ 

ACTUALLY, THIS TEMPORARY lowering of blood sugar 
because of increased insulin production is the opposite of 
diabetes. It is usually not indicative of anything wrong with 
the pancreas.

West opens his fourth-highest 
club, and South wins either the 
first or the second round of the 
suit. Forthwith, he courts his 
tricks. 

South has three heart tricks, 
two clubs and one diamond, and 
‘therefore sees that three spade 
tricks are needed to insure the 
contract. South cannot hope for 
an extra diamond trick through 
a 3-3 break of the suit; in the 
first place, that break is unlikely, 
and in the second place, South 
probably will not have time to 
develop a fourth-round diamond. 

Thus, the future of the hand 
clearly lies in the spade suit, 
and whatever steps South can 
take to insure the needed three

The average declarer cashes 
the spade king and then takes 
the finesse to the jack. He has 
bad luck! West smothers the 
jack, and the non-break of the 
suit holds South to two tricks in 
that suit. 

The expert declarer makes his 
three tricks very simply, as fol- 
lows: He lays down the spade ace 
and leads a low spade to the 
king. In this way he guards 
against the possibility that West 
holds the doubleton queen; and 
if it was really East who had the 
queen with any number of guards, 
declarer would still be safe be- 
cause, after the king won in dum- 
my, a third round of spades 
would be led toward the J-6, and 
the jack would be surely estab- 
lished for the third trick in 
spades. 

Only if South needs all four 
tricks in spades should he lead 
small to the king and back to the 
jack in the usual fashion.
